LITTLE CARE TAKEN 


IN PLANNING ZR-2 


Lack of Prectvtionary H«atarecr 


Retdtiiif in Stractaral Weik- 
neti, Blamed by Investigators 


(By The Associated Press) 


tendon, Oct. T.—The design of the 


dirigible ZR-2, which canie to grief 
in the Humber river at Hull in Sep- 
tember, should have been examined 
and discussed by an official competent 
committee before its actual construc- 
tion was commenced, declaies a re- 
port of the court Of inquiry which In- 
vestigated the disaster, issued today. 
The report adds that there is no evi- 
dence to show that this was done, a^id 
finds that the accident was due to 
structural weakness. 
The report was Issued together with 


a communication from the admiralty, 
which said the admiralty is conduct- 
ing a full investigation into the his- 
tory and design of the airship and the 
initial stages ot its construction up to 
October, 1919, "when responsibility 
for the design and construction of 
airships was transferred to the air 
ministry." The 
admiralty's 
com- 


munication adds that the result of 
this Investigation will be published In 
due courae. 
In connection with the .'ub Heat ion 


ot the report, the air ministry ap- 
pends a statement that the air coun- 
cil, while it considers that reasonable 
certainty has been reached as to what 
actually happened when the accident 
occurred and to the sequence of events, 
it is the council's opinion that judg- 
ment must be suspended oh further 
points raised by the report until the 
work ot Investigation by the aeronau- 
tical research committee, which al- 
ready has been begun, has been con- 
cluded. 


Failed to WlthMand Strain. 


The opinion of the court la tbat 
the airship, -while flying at approxl- 
mrvtoy t.JfO feet over the Hum her, 
broke Intow, due to the tailuie of 
the structure of the re^r ot tho .'ifter 
engine car while oein>? subjected to 
control teat.

sign and It appears evident that in 
some cases there was lack ot \ital 
aerodynamical information as to the 
effect of these modifications on tbe 
strength of the structure-"

the report of the court of Inquiry adds

The position 
ot the man beneath the engine made 
it Impossible to use a hoisting crane 
to lift the wreck, due to the danger 
ol the flre falling upon Gcrbcr. 


The engineer collapsed Just as the 


men completed their t%sk of cutting 
their way to him. He was taken to 
the general hospital here on a special 
train. 


The wreck Is considered by ro"l)road 


officials as one of the worst happen- 
ing In this section In some time Ger> 
ber was pilot ot the first two engines 
hauling a freight train ot 88 cars 
In charge of Conductor Charles Brow- 
nell of Syracuse.
